PARIS, July 13

Definite repulse by the French of the
army of Crown Prince Frederick William
In the Argonne reglion was oficlally an-
nounced by the War OfMce this afternoon.
Furious German attacks were lnunched
between Marie Therese and Haute
Chavauches, but they were met by A
withering fire from the French artillery

and yolled back. The Germunt have
cenned thelr attacks.

The Germans havae renewed thelr bom-
bardment of Solasons and are continuing
to shell Arras, the official communique
staten, At thesa pointa the Kaiser's
troopn are using thelr heavy gunes.

The Garmans have also been choiked in
Flanders, They made attucks upon the
ponitionn captured by the British near
Pliken, but the Engllsh troops held thelr
ground.

There was desperate fighting during the
nilght at "“the Labyrinth" and alse north
of the Chateau de Carleul. The opposing
forces waged the confllct with hand
grenades;
